Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  Travvden  for  the  year  1938. 

Again  the  number  of  cases  of  acute  infectious  diseases  notified  has 
been  small.  One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  one  case  of  Diphtheria  and  one 
case  of  Erysipelas  were  notified. 

There  was  one  death  from  Tuberculosis. 

This  year  the  Birth-rate  stands  at  the  low  figure  of  io'8.  Last  year 
the  corresponding  figure  was  8’i. 

The  Death-rate  is  16*55  which  is  1*5  higher  than  last  year,  viz.  15*0. 

The  report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  1728  dated  25th  October,  1938.

— A  Clinic  staffed  by  the 
Lancashire  C.C.  is  held  in  the  Skipton  Road  Methodist  Schoolroom 
every  alternate  Wednesday,  2-4  p.m. 

No  other  clinics  are  held  in  Trawden,  but  residents  may  attend  the 
following,  under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Authorities.

— There  are  no  arrangements  for  home 
nursing  of  infectious  diseases  ;  but,  under  the  Hartley  Hospital  Scheme, 
the  services  of  the  District  Nurses  are  available  for  general  nursing; 
and,  under  the  Lancashire  C.C.  scheme  two  midwives  serve  in  the 
district. 

The  Supply  of  Food  and  Milk  for  expectant  and  nursing 
Mothers  and  Milk  for  Infants  is  arranged  by  the  County  Authorities.
